OBSERVATIONS OF THE STROLLER 


.On Theatrical Life and Environment 


STORIES AND ANECDOTES 


Cora Youngblood Corson, who is now playing vaudeville time in The! 
Red Girl, has a fund of reminiscences anent the manner and customs of the 
Indians of Oklahoma, her native State. Her little stories of the indigence 
and impecuniousness of the red men 
are always told with a keen sense of 
the humorous incidents. She knows 
the characteristics of the race she has 
studied at close range. They are 
shiftless, lazy and improvident. It is 
most fortunate that the Government 
will not allow them to dispose of their 
lands. 

Miss Corson tells of one poor, hap- 
py-go-lucky Indian chief, who, hav- 
ing seen a hearse in one of the towns of the reservation, coveted it and im- 
mediately set about to try to purchase it. For this purpose he disposed of 
several horses, a cow and sundry other pieces of property essential to the 
proper cultivation of the farm. Then he went into town, bought the hearse, 
hitched two scrawny little Indian ponies to it, and hauled it home in great 
glee. The next time he went to town he was seated on the high front 
seat of the hearse, clad in a loose Indian blanket, a stove-pipe hat—and a 
smile. Inside the hearse squatted his squaw, while around her were gath- 
ered her several papooses. 

It is not generally known that the Indian has a penchant for plug hats. 
They will wear it on every occasion of pomp and ceremony as the Indian 
knows it. The red man cares very little about how his body is clad. For 
ages all the care of his toilet has been expended on the head-dress. The 
Indian will drape his blanket about him loosely, arrange his plug hat care- 
fully, and feel that he is really “dressed up.” 


It was this intimate knowledge of the red men’s and the red women’s 
habits and peculiarities that first gave Miss Corson, who is a musician of 
considerable note and versatility, the idea for her sketch, which she calls 
The Red Girl. While she was fram- . 
ing up the act and considering the 
matter of costume, she recalled hav- 
ing seen on her last visit to Oklahoma 
an Indian squaw with a dress and 
shawl that she felt would, in them- 
selves, as novelties, be sufficient to 
make the act a success. So, as soon 
as she could arrange her plans, she 
went back to Oklahoma, and, going 
to the tepee of an Indian chief she 
asked where the squaw she was seeking could be found. The old chief re- 
plied that she had been “trun down,” which is the Indian way of expressing 
abandonment by her husband. When an Indian becomes tired of his wife, 
or she of him, they do not seek the divorce court, but agree upon separa- 
tion, and, starting back to back, they each walk so many paces in opposite 
directions; and the one that gets back first is entitled to all the property 
and personal possessions that they had held in common. So Miss Corson 
sought out the abarfdoned squaw and bought the costume she wanted. 

Miss Corson, by the way, carries a large and varied wardrobe, and this 
was the occasion for an amusing incident at a hotel recently, when the big 
Irish porter, struggling with her trunk turned to her manager, J. Leslie 
Spahn, and said: 

“This is the heaviest trunk I ever got hold of in my life. 
world has she got in it?” 

“Clothes; nothing but clothes,”’ said Spahn.

When Miss Corson’s sketch was first produced she experienced consid- 
erable difficulty with the stage hands on account of the care and accuracy 
required in setting it. The tepees had to be placed just so, and sometimes

them would topple over. To obviate 
this, a fine wire was attached to the 
center pole of each of the tepees, and 
they were lowered from the loft, the 
wires being secured above. 

One night, when the act was being 
set, one of the stage hands was struck 
by the pole from one of these tepees 
which fell from the loft, and knocked 
insensible. No one noticed it, and 
there he lay, 
tionately around the camp 
the audience. 


Miss Corson uses a couple of dogs in the act which need some training, 
so she had her manager buy two beautiful canine specimens, in addition 
to those she was using and shipped “ 
them out to her father’s ranch in 
Oklahoma, to be trained among the 
Indians. A few weeks elapsed, when 
one day she had a letter from her 
father telling her that he would like 
to have two more dogs. She made 
inquiry and found that those she had 
sent had been killed and eaten by 
the Indians of the village.

Two women parachnutists, Miss Daisy Shep- 
erd and Miss Louie May, had a thrilling expe- 
rience at Longton, near Fenton (Staffs), last 
night. 

They had arranged to make a descent at 
longton Park Fetes, and ascended in a_bal- 
loon at eight o'clock.

An exceedingly bright, pleasant and unpre 
fentious little mediaeval comedy opened Mr. 
Oscar Asche’s and Miss Lily Brayton’s popular 
price season at the Aldwych last night. Its 
name is The Two Pins, its author Mr. Frank 
Stayton. There is nothing great about it, and 
nothing very original; the blank verse in which 
it appears to be written is sometimes mediocre 
in the extreme, and otherwise also the jargon 
is of the falsest. But there is laughter, and 
charm, and human nature, and most certainly 
the evening affords such harmless entertain- 
ment as is all the author claims. 

Not the least interesting event of the au 
tumn theatrical season will be the production 
of Mr. Haddon Chamber's comedy. Sir Antho- 
ny, in which Mr. Weedon Grossmith is to ap 
pear. The piece was successfully produced in 
America some time ago. Meanwhile Mr. Cham- 
ber’s adaptation of Le Voleur is enjoying some- 
thing like a record run in the United States. 
The adaptation of the same piece for Mr. 
George Alexander was made, it will be reck 
ollected, by Mr. Cosmo Gordon-Lennox. 


Mr. Chambers is an Australian by birth, 
having been born in New South Wales some 
forty-eight vears ago, but his first appearance 
as a playwright was made in America, where 
he was represented by a little piece (adapted 
from one of his old stories) called A Mere Ci- 
pher. After that he had a two-act farce pro 
duced at Margate, his first appearance as a 
dramatist in London occurring at the Comedy 
Theatre in 1887, when his one-act piece, The 
Open Gate, was brought out. Captain Swift 
followed in 1888, after which The Tyranny of 
Tears is perhaps the best-known work 

Mr. Chambers first voyage to England was 
made in the same vessel which brought one of 
the Australian cricket teams; in which con 
nection he recalls a somewhat trying experi 
ence. While passing through the Suez Canal, 
he and Spofford climbed to the shore along the 
steel hawser by which the vessel was moored. 
Then they tried to get back in a similar fash 
ion; but the rest of the team shook the ceble 
so violently that Spofforth was dislodged and 
had to swim for it. Mr. Chambers held on; 
but his hands knew of it afterwards 


Mr. Harry Lauder is now a full-blown Indian 
chief, entitled to the proud distinction of Siato 
Chuk-Chuk-i-Chila, which, freely translated is 
Chief Big Tongue. This, however, was con- 
ferred on him at a visit to Manchester. The 
Chiefs Domingo and Antonio were so impressed 
by the singing of the ‘‘braw laddie.”’ that they 
invited him to their Boutoo-Igorotte village in 
the White City, Manchester. After the for 
mal admission to the tribe, the great Lauder 
was presented with a shield and head-axe. 

The Chinese baritone, Lee Tung Foo, will 
sing at the Coliseum on Monday. This vocalist 
gives selections in four or five different lan- 
guages. The Chinese scale is so limited that 
vocalists, according to their own acceptance of 
the term, are almost an unknown quantity to 
them. so it is really a remarkable achievement 
for Lee Tung Foo to have learned to sing ac- 
cording to our scale of notes. This probably. 
is due to the fact that he was educated at a 
Chinese Missionary school at San Francisco. He 
was a solo'st for years in one of the San Fran- 
cisco churches. 

Lest Saturday evening, June 13, Mr. Lewis 
Waller. opened at the Lyric Theatre in one of 
Mr. Somerset Maughan’s new plays. The Ex- 
plorer. There was a most enthusiastic welcome 
by a crowded audience. It tells a story of 
true love with the happiness of the lovers 
nearly destroyed by the unselfish silence of the 
men.

Owing to her sweet face and manners, together 
with a beautiful voice, hef,.fise in the pro- 
fession is rapid. Still, she has found that all 
is not gold that glitters, and while her artistic 
success is most agreeable, life for her is 
empty, cold and cheerless, made more odious by 
the appearance of the inevitable vile, flattering 
tempter. Numerous letters has she written to 
her dear old father, but no response, for he has 
torn them into shreds before he even broke the 
seal. ‘‘Oh, God, if I could only go back. If 
this all would prove but a dream.”’ But, no, 
there is the dark, fathomless future before her. 
The tempter would have her go with him, and 
there seems to be no alternative. She is now 
surely at the crossroads of life. She makes a 
final appeal to her father in a telegram begging 
him to come to see her performance on the night 
following, which he does. Down the aisle of 
the theatre comes the old minister in bewild- 
erment—so unaccustomed is he to the surround- 
ings, as through the peekhole in the drop cur- 
tain the girl views the scene in ecstacy.

To provide that vacancies occurring in the 
Executive Committee be filled by the association 
by a general election instead of the present plan 
by which vacancies occurring on the Executive 
Committee are filled by vote of the remaining 
members of the committee. 

To provide that the secretary of the asso- 
ciation be elected by the association instead 
of being appointed by the Executive Committee. 

To take steps towards further strengthening 
the position of the Film Service Association 
against the independent exchanges. 

To consider steps towards having the mannu- 
facturers eliminate the practice of sending ad- 
vance film notices to exhibitors.

When Will S. Heck went to Chillicothe, Ohio, from Cincinnati two weeks 
ago, he little knew that he was leaving home for the last time. A showman 

of experience and ability, he started out for Chillicothe to 
Death put on the Eagles’ Carnival there, with most sanguine hopes 
of for success. Prior to this, he had been working diligently 
Will S. Heck. to get his shows together, in the best of spirits, notwith- 

standing the infirmities with which misfortune had burdened 
him in the latter years of his life. 

Will S. Heck was a character of perseverance to be emulated. He was 
always well liked by those with whom he had been associated in the many 
years of his amusement experience. It was not his nature to give up or to 
succumb to adverse influences. But in the ventures of his later years an 
implacable nemesis seems to have been following him. At the St. Louis 
Exposition, when he took hold of an attraction that had been losing money, 
and was just beginning to make it pay, a fire broke out in which his hopes 
for the success of the show were not only blasted, but ne, himself, was very 
seriously burned. A victim of rheumatism, he, many times during his recent 
years as a carnival manager, conducted all his business affairs from his bed 
in the hotels, and had to be carried back and forth from the train to the 
hotel, as the show made its different stands, on a stretcher. But, through 
all of this misfortune and suffering, he maintained his innate cheerfulness of 
disposition. 

In his home he was a model father and husband. His daughters were 
educated with extreme care and thoroughness, and there never was a time 
when they did not look upon him as an oracle of wisdom and a mentor of 
unfailing judgment. 

Characteristically, he was cut off in the very midst of his work; just 
when his efforts seemed most promising of success. Up to within a few 
hours of his last illness his health was unusually good. But those years of suf- 
fering, those days and nights of physical torture when he had borne it all 
without complaint, perhaps had their inevitable result in the very nature 
of his death, the news of which will be received by showmen and show- 
followers throughout the country with sincere and extreme regret. 

During the last few months of his life, prior to his finally entering the 
carnival field, Will S. Heck was a member of The Billboard staff. It was 
here that we got to know him as a man of invincible determination and 
Spartan fortitude. The suddenness of his call is felt by none more keenly 
than by those of us who were associated with him during his last days.

Once while touring the north-western part of 
Canada, I met a pal way up there in the Rock 
ies. As the place of our meeting was near one 
of the lakes, of which that territory has many, 
I suggested that we go fishing, to which he 
readily consented.

Will S. Heck, of Cincinnat!, widely known as 
a theatrical and amusement manager, died 
suddenly of apoplexy at 3 o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing, June 30 at the Hotel Warner, Chillicothe, 
0., where a street carnival was being held un- 


der his supervision. Mr. Heck was born at 
Moore’s Hill, Ind., forty-nine years ago, and 
spent the earlier years of his life in Indiana. 
In youth he studied for the ministry and for 


sometime was in charge of a Methodist congre- 
gation at Greensburg. He was afterward widely 
known as an educator in Southern Indiana, 
having charge as principal of schools at Osgood 
and Batesville. Later on he edited a news 
paper at Versailles. 

About twenty-five years ago Mr. Heck came to 
Cincinnati and assumed an editorial chair on The 
Telegram. Later on he became press agent for 
the Kohl & Middleton Museum, and, when that 
firm sold out, he and Jobn Avery conducted the 
establishment under the firm name of Heck & 
Avery. Afterward it was known as Heck's 
Wonderland. He was also at one time amuse- 
ment manager of the Cincinnati Zoo, and at an- 
other, of Coney Island. About ten years ago 
he went into the business of operating street 
fairs and carnivals and it was due to his ef- 
forts that many of the fall festivals given in 
this city were successful. 

Mr. Heck was employed in the service of 
The Billboard for the past year as a branch 
ofice manager and in an editorial capacity at 
our home offices. He resigned his position on 
June 20 to re-engage in the amusement busi- 
ness with the sincere friendship and well wishes 
of his employers and associates without excep 
tion, and opened his New Hippodrome Shows at 
Chillicothe on June 29, that being the opening 
date of the big Home Coming Week and Sum- 
mer Festival held under the auspices of the 
Eagles of that city. 

The deceased had a wide 
over the country. He was a 
Cincinnati Elks and other 
widow and two daughters, Misses Sibyl and 
Jean, survive him. The funeral services took 
place at the Elks’ Temple at 2:30 Thursday 
afternoon, July 2, and interment was made at 
Spring Grove Cemetery.

Attired in spangles, tights and trunks, 
a few minutes before his fatal plunge, Hath- 
away waved a salute to his wife, who was in 
the crowd, climbed the small ladder leading to 
the hundred-foot tower, and proceeded quietly 
about the preliminaries necessary to a success- 
ful start down the wire. He set the ‘‘cut- 
off’’ apparatus, which is attached to the tower 
to release the body of the performer, and 
poised himself for the slide. There was some 
bitch, and the spectators saw him turn slight- 
ly to readjust another pulley that had fouled 
against a guy rope. His right foot moved juss 
enough to press against the ‘‘cut-off,"" and 
Hathaway threw up his hands in a vain effort 
to steady himself, when his legs were released 
from their support. He lost his balance, top- 
pled over and plunged headforemost, his body 
striking the ground with a thud as cries and 
shrieks of horror rose up from the spectators. 
He was killed instantly. 

The man was twenty-five years of age, and 
bad performed hair-raising feats before the 
public since he was a youth, traveling all over 
the country, plying his profession in fair 
grounds, summer resorts and circuses. He 
leaves a grief-stricken wife, who was married 
to him in this city about five weeks ago. 

The rest of the Coney program was carried 
out without a hitch.

Messrs Klaw & Erlanger have announced a 
Synopsis of their plans and enterprises for the 
theatrical season of 1908-0. The ramifications 
of this firm are so wide that its plans usually 


embrace the operations and schemes of the 
whole country, theatrically speaking. In the 
Klaw & Erlanger offices in the New Amster- 


dam Theatre building, which are also the exec- 
utive offices of Al. Hayman, Klaw & Erlanger, 
which transacts the business of the so-called 
theatrical syndicate, bookings are looked after 
for a circuit of theatres comprising 95 per cent. 
of the first-class playhouses in the United 
States, and an equal percentage of the first- 
class companies. 

Klaw & Erlanger manage more theatres than 
any other firm in the country, and in the past 
ten years, in conjunction with their associ 
ates, they have built several playhouses, among 
them being two in New Orleans, two in Chi 
cago, the New Amsterdam and roof garden and 
the Liverty Theatre in New York, and the 
ractical reconstruction of the interior of the 

ew York Theatre. Besides the New York 
theatres above mentioned, they are interested 


in this city in the Broadway Theatre; are the 
lessees, with Cohan and Harris, of the new 
Gaiety Theatre, which opens in September, and 
are joint lessees, with Al. Hayman and Charles 
Frohman, of the Knickerbocker Theatre. With 
their associates, they also recently purchased 
the Park Theatre, Philadelphia. 

The firm will send on the road next year the 
never-failing Ben-Hur, which inaugurates its 
tenth season. MelIntyre and Heath will go on 
tour with a new play. The Round-Up is to make 
what is practically its first road tour, as it bas 
been seen only in the four largest cities. For- 
ty-tive Minutes from Broadway also goes on the 
road, as will Messrs. Guy Standing and Theo- 
dore Roberts in the dramatization of Sir Gilbert 
Parker's The Right of Way. In conjunction 
with Mr. Jeseph Brooks, Miss Lillian Russell's 
tour in Wildfire will be resumed after her New 
York engagement. 

In the spectacular field, Klaw & Erlanger ex- 
pect to evolve the largest musical production 
ever attempted in this country when they place 
on the stage Little Nemo, which will be pre- 
sented for the first time this autumn. They 
will also present a new play by Paul Arm- 
strong called In Time ofg Peace; a play by 
Langdon Mitchell, dealing with the colonial pe- 
riod in our history; an elagorate melodrama by 
Edmund Day, the author of The Round-Up, and 
a comedy by the same author, entitled The 
Widow's Mite, in which Lillian Russell will ap- 
pear later in the season. In addition to this, 
John J. McNally is writing a play for them 
ealled From Harlem to the Battery, and they 
will also produce The Barrier, founded on the 
novel of the same title by Max Beach. 

In association with Frederick Thompson, 
Messrs. Klaw & Erlanger intend making a big 
production of Cinderella about holiday time, 
in which Mabel Taliaferro will be seen in the 
title role. They will also present several big 
dramatic offerings in conjunction with Mr. 
Thompson. 

They are interested with Cohan and Harris in 
the tour of George Cohan in The Yankee 
Prince; Victor Moore in The Talk of New York, 
and in George Cohan’s new play, which will 
open the Gaiety Theatre. 

Together with Flo Ziegfeld, they are inter- 
ested in The Follies of 1908, and in The Soul 
Kise with Mille. Genee. Later in the season 
a new play which John McNally and George Co- 
han are preparing for Alice Lioyd will be put 
forth by them. 

They are also interested in Mary's Lamb, 
with Carle and Marks, and in the three Merry 
Widow companies, with Col. Henry Savage. 
The managers mentioned above have their own 
systems and offices, each looking after his busi- 
ness in his own way, but in their association 
with Klaw & Erlanger will have the advantage 
afforded by probably the greatest theatrical or- 
ganization in the world to exploit attractions 
in which they are interested jointly. 


JOHN F. LEONARD DEAD.

White Rats Meeting in Chicago, 


On Friday evening, July 8 at il P. M., the 
Colonial Theatre, Chicago, was the scene of the 
most enthusiastic and demonstrative gathering 
that was ever inside of that playhouse, the oc- 
easion being the welcoming of Harry Mountford, 
secretary of the board of directors of The 
White Rats of America by the White Rats and 
other members of the theatrical profession and 
their friends of Chicago. 

The walls of the playhouse echoed with ap- 
plause and cheering for this champion of the 
performers’ rights and the event will go down 
among the history of Chicago theatrical affairs 
as the greatest demonstration ever given a 
performer. 

The curtain rose promptly at eleven fifteen, 
disclosing the stage artistically set, with Mr. 
Mountford in the center of the group of com 
mitteemen composed of Bobby Gaylord, Arthur 
Beauvais and Harry Spingold. Others on the 
stage were Father Dorney, Sol Lowentahl, at- 
torney for the White Rats in Chicago, and mem- 
bers of the dramatic and local press. 

Bobby Gaylord delivered the opening address 
of welcome to Mr. Mountford and read several 
telegrams offering congratulations from George 
Fuller Golden, C. C. Barton of England, the 
board of directors and the International Artists’ 
League, Berlin. He thanked Mayor Busse, and 
the city officials of Chicago for the several cour- 
tesies shown them, also Mr. George Lederer for 
the kind donation of the use of the Colonial 
Theatre for the meeting. 

Mr. Sol Lowenthal, the attorney for the order, 
made a brief address in which he expressed his 
convictions that the day was approaching when 
the artist and manager would be on more of an 
equal basis and said that the White Rats was 
the one vital factor in the amusement world 
that would bring about such a state of affairs. 

Father Dorney, loved and well known by a 
large number of the profession, made a pointed 
address, in which he vividly sketched the life 
of the actor and indispersed his remarks with 
brilllant flashes of humor. “I have found 
greater virtues among player folk than any other 
class of people living,’’ said Father Dorney; ‘‘I 
have been intimately connected with a number 
of professional people during my career, and 
their charity and kindness of heart is to be en- 
thusiastically a 

Mr. Mountford next took the platform and 
amid a storm of applause and cheering deliv- 
ered, in a foreeful and concise manner, an 
address in which the good work being done by 
the White Rats was brought vividly forward. 
The present relations between performers and 
managers and agents was discussed and a plea 
made for a new contract, a contract in which 
the cancellation clause should be made more 
equitable. His chief plea was ‘‘In union there 
is strength.’ and urged those who were not 
members of the organization to join without 
further delay, that they might not only benefit 
themselves, but all their brother and sister 
performers. ‘‘We do not want to fight the man- 
agers, we only want to bring about an arbitra- 
tion of our grievances,’’ said Mr. Mountford. 

The meeting adjourned at twelve thirty, after 
which time a ‘‘Scamper’’ was held at the Sara- 
toga Hotel attended by a number of prominent 
theatrical folk and members of the press. Re- 
freshments were served and after a few songs 
and impromptu speeches the members and their 
friends departed wishing one another a still 
more glorious fourth.

PEGGY'S EPISTLE. 
Weekly News Letter From Campbell 
Bros.’ Shows. 


The weather has been disporting itself around 
this show like it has all summer and like every 
other show is experiencing. One day can be 
an ideal circus day and the next—well, it 
might snow. 

We arrived about noon at Lloydminster, Sask., 
Canada, June 21, and a week-old rain had every- 
thing against us. It was still drizzling when 
the show train pulled in, and unloading the 
show onto the lot was a tedious task, but, 
thanks to the contracting agent, the lot was 
close to the tracks. This town isn’t big enough 
for a town show under canvas, but the jump 
between Prince Albert and Edmonton wass too 
long and it was necessary to play a couple of 
stands. 

Monday, June 22, the weather cleared up, 
and as only the town people could be depended 
on to attend the show, business was—yes, 
fair. 

Tuesday, June 23, at Vegreville, Alberta, only 
one performance was given. The weather was 
ideal but the mosquitos were so thick that it 
was almost necessary to breathe through a 
cloth to keep them out of one’s throat. People 
liked the show here, as they do every place, 
and as it is the biggest thing that ever made 
this country they can’t help from being satis- 
fied. Everything is high up here, even the 
altitude. There are no five-cent cigars and beer 
is fifteen cents a glass. Wages are good, how 
ever, and plenty of work to be had. 

Wednesday, June 24, at Edmonton, Alberta, 
the show just simply killed them, that’s all. 
We arrived about midnight the day before, and 
the next day everything was up early and the 
parade out on schedule time. The parade route 
was crowded with people, and another love was 
made by Campbell Bros. Business was im- 
mense and the show pleased everybody. It was 
the first chance the performers had had for a 
long time to ‘cut up’’ to their hearts’ content, 
and they certainly did. A fair is on here for 
four days and the show got the benefit of a lot 
of free advertising, aud to see Edmonton, you 
couldn't belp but learn as soon as you arrived 
in town that the ‘“‘Campbells were coming.”’ 
Every available piece of billboard and a thou- 
sand new places were plastered with paper, 
about 3,500 sheets being used in Edmonton 
alone. Among the free attractions offered by 
the fair committee were the Randalls, sharp- 
shooters and gun experts; Smiletta Brothers, 
bar performers, and the Martells, trick bicy- 
clists. Mr. Randall was with this show four 
years ago and was down on the lot in the morn 
ing renewing old acquaintances. They are one 
of the strongest features on the fair program 
and the following week joined the Pain’s Fire- 
works exhibition for a tour of fifteen to twenty 
weeks through the States, opening at Seattle, 
Washington. The Smi Letta Brothers were 
also known to several members of the dressing- 
room and made a visit on the show. Grace 
Cameron and her opera company are playing 
a repertoire of musical comedies at the Grand 
Theatre for fair week, and the Jeanne Chester 
Stock Company presented David Harum at the 
Dominion eatre, and several moving picture 
houses were running. About fifty professional 
people were recognized at the front door during 
the afternoon, and they were probably the 
strongest boosters at the show. It was heard 
around the lot that Miller Bros.’ 101 Ranch 
was to follow us in Monday, but no paper was 
up and no one knew anything for certain 
about it. 

Thursday, June 25, at Wetaskiwin, Alberta, 
everybody had a set-back. Everything was so 
lovely the day before that they were not 
quite prepared for a tall grass town again and 
bad weather. That was the case, however, and 
the day was nothing unusual It rained during 
the afternoon and roads had been bad, so busi- 
ness was-—yes, fair. The rain in the afternoon 
came up so suddenly that it caused a negro 
canvasman with the show to say, “By golly! 
Dat was a quick change in de hemisphere!"’ 

Friday, June 26, at Lacombe, Alberta, it 
rained all day. The lot was unusually soft, 
and great difficulty was experienced in raising 
the different tents. Only one performance was 
given, to an appreciative audience, and the 
show packed away on the train. Old Billy Boy 
arrived on the lot with his moving picture suit 
of clothes, and furnished the show people with 
something to while away the trip to the next 
town. While loading the train to-day one of the 
wheelers in the eight black horses fell in a 
mud hole and was run over by the froat wheels 
on the stringer wagon. The horse was hurt so 
badly that it was necessary to kill him. 

Saturday, June 27, at  Innisfield, 
the show wasn't unloaded at all, and no per- 
formance given. The weather was very se 
vere, the wind blowing at a gait of two thou 
sand miles a minute, with alternate storms of 
snow, sleet and rain. The weather man was 
ust breaking in a new telegraph code that re 
duced expense and the receiving operator couldn't 
decipher it, so he sent all kinds of weather in 
order to fill the bill. 

People in the big top dressing-room are in re 
ceipt of a letter from Count De Robes, whe 
styles himself ‘‘that crazy guy,"’ in which he 
states that he is now with Chas.

RAILROAD WRECK AT ST. PAUL. 


Train Crashes Into Second Section of 
Hagenbeck- Wallace Show Train.

A freight train crashed into the second sec- 
tion of the Hagenbeck and Wallace Show train 
ut St. Paul, Minn., early in the morning of 
June 25, and it was very fortunate that there 
was no loss of life. As it was, several of the 
men in the bosses’ end of Sleeping Car No. 22 
were slightly injured, and three were left in a 
hospital in that city. 

The train was standing at a point where two 
tracks crossed. A heavy freight, which was 
also in the block, came tearing down the in- 
cline. The engineer of the show train saw the 
freight coming, and realized that a collision 
could not be averted. As his train was stand- 
ing the oncoming engine would strike the sleep- 
ers. To avoid he backed his train until two 
flat cars were in advance of Sleeper No. 22. 

The flats stood the brunt of the collision. 
The band wagon and several of the cook house 
wagons were on these flats and were totally 
demolished. The sleeper was lifted off its 
trucks and on to the flat car, but fortunately 
did not overturn. The bosses’ end of the car 


was smashed in, and how the men escaped 
death can not be figured out. 
The injured are: George Davis, superintend 


ent of the No. 2 dining room, 


taken to a hos- 
pital at St. Paul. 


John McKenzie, a camp fire 


man, also taken to tne hospital. E. F. Sutton, 
a greaser, also taken to the hospital. Lee 
Craig, boss canvasman, slightly injured. Tom 


Dunn, master chandelier man, slightly injured. 
Charles Young, first assistant boss canvasman, 
slightly injured. 


The cireus men were thrown from. their 
bunks in a promiscuous heap. To add to the 
awfulness, fire broke out, and the St. Paul fire 


department had to be called out. The fire was 
quickly extinguished and the firemen and police 
lent a hand in the work of rescue. As quickly 
as possible the three most badly injured were 
removed to a hospital. 

Ry six o'clock in the morning the wreck was 
cleared away, and the show arrived at Man- 
kato at noon. Although the cook house wagons 
were completely demolished, dinner was served 
on the lot at four o'clock. 

Only one performance was missed as a re- 
sult of the wreck. At night the show went on 
at Mankato as though nothing had happened. 


LEON WASHBURN’S SHOW. 


Saybrook, Conn., June 
Well, no one is heard boasting 
afternoon and evening receipts. 
Stringer wagon overturned and wrecked at 
midnight, thanks to a sleepy driver. Have ar- 
ranged for the 50-foot ferryboat to keep in op- 
— all night to carry the shews across the 
river. 

Niantic, June 23. Twelve miles of deep sand 
and steep hills delayed the arrival of the bag- 
gage train until 10:30 a. m. Everybody good- 
natured, however, and working like slaves. 
Parade left the lot a little before 12:30, re- 
turning just in time to escape a heavy shower. 
A pedler’s oversensitive horse fell dead on the 
street at sight of the elephants. Non-arrival 
of the stringers forced us to borrow from a 
nearby yard all the logs in sight. These were 
rolled into the big top and utilized as rests 
for the reserved and blue seat plank. The 
men, women and children at the matinee forgot 
the rather uncomfortable accommodations in 
the enjoyment of the program. The stringer 
wagon and a new vehicle arrived from Saybrook 
about 4 p. m., and our full complement of 
seats were in for the night show. House com- 
fortably filled. Mrs. Washburn arrived this 
evening from Bound Brook for a few days’ 
visit with her husband. 

New London, June 24. City filled with visit- 
ors for the circus to-day and the Yale Harvard 
boat race to-morrow. Lot level and roomy, but 
away out in the suburbs. Afternoon business 
big and a packed house would have been ours 
to-night but for a heavy rain storm at 7 p. m. 

Norwich, June 25. Arrived here late after 
ditching a couple of wagons along the heavy 
road during the night. Grounds right in town,

in advance; carry the same big band, directed 
by Mr. Masek; the orchestra, under leadership of 
Gus Rudolphson, his fourth year here. This 
country looks much better than the South. and 
if rain lets up will pan out well. We will ss 
into Wisconsin, Minnesota anu Dakota soon. 
We have the following people now with the 
show: W. H. Tobor, trombone; Bob Fenton 
trombone; H. B. Marshall, trombone: Wil! 
Butts, alto; Wm. Dinnas, alto: Fred White 
tuba; Joe Smith, baritone: Fred Austin, clari 
net; Gus Rudolphson, clarinet; H. Masek, cor 
net; Jack North, cornet; Jono Angle, cornet:

CIRCUS RECOLLECTIONS. 


By GEO. 8. COLE. 
The first cirens I ever saw was In my native 


town, Potsdam, N. Y., in 1849. It was called 
Turner's Cireus, and was owned by Aaron 
Turner, of Danbury, Conn. Dr. BE. Ganung, 
of Brewster's Station, N. Y.. was manager 
Dan Nutter, advance agent. Napoleon B. and 
Timothy V. Turner, sons of the proprietor, 
were riders—pad riders: James W. Myers, 
clown; Mike Lipman, Henry Nagle, J. W. 
Wart and Prof. Fletcher and pupils were 
among the performers. They had about thirty 
people, and about the same number of horses: 
they traveled by wagon and all stopped at 
hotels where the average contract price was 
fifty cents per day, 


including three meals and 
lodging for men, two to sleep in a double bed, 
and twenty-five. cents per day for horses, 
including hay and oats as much as the over 
seer chose to feed but not to waste, with 
plenty of dry straw for bedding. Each stall 
was to have pins or hooks on which to hang 
the harness, the number of people to be de 
termined by a list furnished the landlord: 
meals to be prepared at such hours as the man- 
ager directed. Cook houses and horse tents on 
the lot had never been thought of. 

The agent went about ten days tn advance 
with a gomllooking two-horse team, new 
harness and pretty bill wagon. le had no 
assistant No billboards, daubs or paste were 
used. The bills were tacked up in hotels, bar 


froems and porches No printed dates were 
used. A blank spece for the names of towns 
and dates, were filled in with crayon. The 


bills were gotten up by the elder Samuel 
Booth, the popular New York show printer. 
The pictorials were designed by Morse, and 
printed from wood cuts. No bill was larger 
than six sheets. Lithographing was then un- 
known. No country billing was done, and no 
mail work. No doubt some of the large shows 
now use, sometimes, more paper in one day 
than they did during the entire season. No 
parade was made. When the small band- 
wagon, drawn by four spotted horses, arrived 
in front of the hotel, the six mouthpiece band 
played one tune. The grooms and canvasmen 
had breakfast about one or two o'clock in the 
morning, and the performers and musi- 
cians, a couple of hours later, governed by 
the distance to the next town. The night- 
watchman of the show, who also had charge 
of the hotel trunks of the leading people, had 
a list of sleeping rooms and called everybody 
promptly to eat at the hours breakfast had 
been ordered. They had a one-center pole 
75 foot round top canvas with 9 foot side- 
walls, made by Higgins of New York; the 
seats were eight tiers high and extended near- 
ly all the way around the canvas. Reserved 
seats were then unheard of; they had no front 
door marquee. Stake pullers had not then been 
invented, and the stakes had to be coaxed out 
of the ground by thumping them hard with a 
sledge hammer on one side; then another. No 
concert was given, and they had no side show. 


They used a 40-foot curb ring. The canvas 


was lighted with candles. The price of ad- 
mission was 25 cents, children 12% cents, (a 


York shilling). The candy stand privilege was 
rented for one dollar per day. This privilege 
outfit consisted of a one-horse light wagon 
built cage fashion with a sunk bottom; about 
half of one side opened outward and formed 
a wide shelf for the lay-out, consisting of 
eandy, ginger-bread, lemonade, cigars, fans, 
ete.; that was before the days of strawberry 
lemonade. A man sat inside to wait on cus- 
tomers. No butchers worked on the seats, and 
they had no outside stand. The candy wagon 
was placed inside the tent, near the front 
entrance. Only a small space of ground was 
required for the show, and lots could always 
be secured in the heart of the towns at a 
cost of two or three dollars, or a family ticket. 
or both. No license was required except in 
incorporated towns, and then the sum paid was 
a trifle. The small ticket wagon held all 
the properties and dressing-room trunks. 


It used to be related of Dr. Ganung, the 
manager, whenever anything was purchased 
that he thought could be dispensed with, he 
would say: ‘If this sort of extravagance is 
allowed to go on, first thing we know, our 
expenses will run up to a hundred dollars a 
day.’ This was the circus that Taylor Bar- 
num, later known as the famous P. T. Barnum, 
was a few years previously treasurer of. The 
same show, a little larger, with nearly the 
same people came two years later, under the 
title of June and Turner’s Circus with Lewis 
June in advance. The descriptive bills read: 
“Newly Equipped and Greatly Enlarged for 
the Traveling Campaign of 1851. Upwards of 
80 men and horses are emplored. This monster 
Establishment Presents a Rare Opportunity for 
Wholesale Amusement and Character. few 


hours thus innocently Spent, Inevitably serves 
to Resuscitate the Unbiased Mind from the 
eares and Anxieties of a Business Life."* And 
that was before the days of circus press 
agents. In 1850 Welsh’s National Circus came. 


It was a better-looking outfit: General Rufus 
Welch, proprietor and manager: James Banker. 
advance agent with a nice two-horse rig and 
no assistant. They had a small plant for 
manufacturing gas, with which the canvas was 
lighted, and made a feature of it. They had 
no parade. The band played a tune in front 
of the hotels on arrival. Sam I 
clown, Eaton Stone, hurdle rider: 
ols, pad rider; Samuel Lee, cannon ball 
gler. and the Rivers Family. acrobats. were 
among the performers. In 1851 came Spald- 
ing and Rogers’ North American Circus. They 
had about fifty people and about fifty horses 
Chas. J. Rogers was manager: Philo A. Clark, 
advance agent with a two-horse rig and no as- 
sistant. 

Mr. Feorge Nutter. with ai one horse 
buggy. was sent three days ahead of the show 


to distribute small bills et farm and school 
houses along the road and leave a few at each 
store and business place in towns. It was a 
big show compared with what had been there 
before Among the performers were Charles 
J. Rogers, scenic rider: Walter Avmar. bare 
back rider (he being the first bare-back rider 
that ever appeared there): Madam and Master 
Clarence Ormond, pad riders; E. W. Perry. 
four-horse rider: George ©. Knapp. telking 


clown: Sig. Felix Carlo, talking end trick clown. 
who also did a posturing act with his little 
son Willie: James MeFarlend tight-rope per 
former: Lathorne and Maitilton, as the Motley 
Rrethers, in a comic posturing act: Mons. La 
therne. also did a cannon ball act: Horace F 
Nichels. ring-master They did an after piece 
called Old Put and Mad Anthony Wayne, or the 
spirit of Seventy-six. It wos well put on and 
conclnded with a man made up to represent 
General Washington, monnted on a lerge white 
standing on a platform. being carried 
the ring on the shoulders of a dozen 
men The only music was a big lond crank 
organ, hidden from view. iInclosed in a large 
ornamental wagon, called the Apolonicon. That 
Irawn by forty horses. four abreast. driven by 
J. W. Panl. the modern Jehu. constituted the 
parade and supplied the only music for the per 
formances. John Sears. of Roston, had a_ side 
show consisting of a leopard, a bear, monkeys 
amd birds.

FIFTY-FIVE YEARS ON THE 
STAGE AND DOING ONE- 
NIGHT STANDS. 


Fifty-five years an actress and the youngest 
woman on the stage. Paradoxical as it may 
seem this may well be said of Mrs. Samuel 
Charles, who, upon the retirement of Mrs. Annie 
Yeamans—which is announced to take place at 
the end of her present engagement—will find 
herself occupying the interesting position of the 
oldest actress before the public. 

Mrs. Charles celebrates her fifty-fifth year on 
the stage in November of this year, and it is 
safe to say that she will celebrate many more; 
for with the agility and cheerfulness of a more 
novice in her first season she is now doing forty 
weeks of solid one-night stands with The Lion 
and the Mouse Company. With a keen sense of 
humor, an open and alert mind and a most 
optimistic view of life Mrs. Charles is a shining 
example of the younger women of the stage. It 
has been my privilege to be in the same com- 
pany with this remarkable woman for a whole 
season and to see exemplified in her to a wonder- 
ful extent those qualities which enable the 
women of the stage to laugh at old Father 
Time and retain their youth and activity at an 
age when their more domestic sisters have lain 
down the burden of life and are sitting in the 
twilight awaiting the final curtain. 

Born on the steamboat Duchess on the Missts- 
sippi River near Memphis, when her father and 
mother were emigrating from Robertstown, Ire- 
land, to California in the days when the cry of 
the Golden West was heard throughout the land. 
it is safe to say that no woman knows more of 
the trials and vicissitudes as well as the tri- 
umphs and honors of a successful and well spent 
stage career. 

“The voyage across the continent from St. 
Mary’s, Wis., to ‘Frisco is one of my earliest 
recollections,’’ said Mrs. Charles, whose mind is 
a veritable treasure house of reminiscences. 
“It was made very interesting for us for a 
time because of a quarrel between my father 
ind Brigham Young over the oxen that drew 
our wagon, and we were delayed in the Mormon 
country nearly five weeks. Years later, when 
I was grown, I was journeying through this 
same country with a band of players, and we 


were constantly being asked whether we were 
Mormon or Gentile, and on replying ‘Gentile’ 
the door would usually be slammed in our 
faces.’ 


Some women are born to stage careers, others 
have them thrust upon them by circumstances 
and environment; but to Mrs. Charles it came as 
a natural heritage, as both her father and 
mother were in the profession. 

On arriving in San Francisco she was en- 
gaged by Laura Keene to play child parts in 
her theatre—Miss Keene having a theatre of her 
own at that time in the Golden Gate City— 
ind to littl Anna Maria Quinn fell the dis- 
tinetion of being the first Little Eva ever seen 
on the Pacific Coast. ‘It is a far ery from 
Unele Tom’s Cabin to Shakespeare,."’ said Mrs. 
Charles, ‘“‘but my father was very ambitious 
for me, and it was not long before he began 
teaching me two more classic roles, and at the 
early age of six I played Shylock and Hamlet.”’ 
“There have probably been far sadder Ham- 
lets—on Broadway.’’ I murmured. ‘“Those were 
days of infant prodigies.’’ continued Mrs. 
Charles. ‘‘We don't have them now. And,”’ 
she added, “it is just as well for the children.”’ 

From San Francisco to Australia, thence to 
England, where she married the handsome mati- 
nee idol, William O'Neil, and was left a widow 
at nineteen. On this trip to England Mrs. 
Charles saw Dickens act in a play called Frozen 
Deep, on which he and Wilkie Collins colla- 
borated. 

Returning to New York in 1857 Mrs. Charles 
played an engagement at Burton's Theatre on 
Chambers street. There were only four theatres 
in New York then—the Bowery, the Chatham, 
the Park end Burton's. Somewhere out in the 
suburbs lay Niblo’s Garden, just below what is 
now Union Square. but it was so far removed 
from the ‘‘Great White Way’’ of that day that 
Mr. Niblo had to send a private omnibus to the 
Astor House to convey his guests to his su- 
burban resort. It was after this New York en- 
gagement that Mrs. Charles became Joseph Jef 
ferson’s leading woman and returned to Aus- 
tralia with him in that capacity. ‘‘One of the 
most dramatic incidents of my career occurred 
during this engagement,’’ said Mrs. Charles. 
“Mr. Jefferson, who was at that time a very 
young man and playing only light comedy and 
juvenile parts, decided to produce The Ticket- 
o’-Leave Man. At that time a large portion of 
the population of Australia was composed of 
real ticket-o’-leave men, so the manager was 
notified that public sentiment was against the 
preduction of a play that they thought would 
reflect upon them. However, Mr. Jefferson had 


the 


the courage to put it on, and on the opening 
night three-fourths of the audience was com- 
posed of ticket-o’-leave men and convicts, all 


looking for trouble. It was not leng, however, 
hefore they saw that the play was in sympathy 
with them and not against them, and the night 
ended in a tremendous ovation for Mr. Jefferson 
When Mr. Jefferson first went to Australia he 
was a poor man,"’ Mrs. Charles continued. ‘but 
after six years in that faraway country he had 
laid the foundation for one of the biggest for 
tunes on the stage."’ 

Despite the usual cry from the older genera- 


tion of the decadence of dramatic art Mrs. 
“harles is not of that opinion. ‘Oh, I am not 
at all pessimistic regarding the stage."’ said

1 bave had to travel from town to town in a 
stage coach with my stage wardrobe packed in 
trunks up in front. 

“These were the days of the real hardships 
of the stage, before luxurious Pullmans and an- 
tomobiles had made travel comfortable. 

“Do not talk of the discomforts of the road, 
my dear, until you have had to sleep with an 
unbrella over you to protect you from the rain 
pouring through the ceiling. And don’t com- 
plain about salaries—think how lucky you are to 
be getting any salary at al'! I have seen the 
time when one’s salary was the most uncertain 
element of stage life, and to receive it with apy 
degree of regularity came as something of a 


shock.”’

“BUFFALO BILL” STARTED 
HIS WILD WEST SHOW. 


HOW 


(I. Newton Greene in ‘‘Success Magazine.’") 

‘Buffalo Bill’’ -onceived the idea of his Wild 
West Show twenty-nine years ago, according to 
the recollection of Frank P. Brewer, sheriff of 
Snohomish County, Washington, who, in 1875, 
was a cowboy employed by an ‘‘outfit’’ along the 
Platte River and knew the famous plainsman. 
In an interview, Sheriff Brewer tells, as follows» 
how Colonel Cody started his typically American 
attraction :— 

“I became acquainted with ‘Buffalo Bill’ when 
he was employed by the government as scout at 
old Fort McPherson. Cody saw much active life 
on the plains, and, during a long and eventful 
career, rendered his country many valuable serv- 
ices; but he became weary of the life and put an 
end to it by establishing his ranch, ‘Scout's 
Rest,’ on the North Platte, where he settled 
down to the then lucrative vocation of raising 
cattle. 

“Living in the vicinity of ‘Scout’s Rest,’ I 
quite naturally became better acquainted with 
its owner and his family, with whom I spent 
many pleasant days under their hospitable roof. 
Long life on the plains in the Indian service is 
not, on the whole, conductive to a life of peace 
and quietude. Cody began to grow restless. 
He did not wish to re-enter the service, though 
the government would gladly have welcomed 
him back in the cavalry saddle, but he did long 
for a life of more activity than befalls the 
average stockman. 

“Frequently in our gatherings, we indulged in 
thoughts of the life we should like to lead. 
During one of these talks Cody suggested that a 
fortune awaited the man who should take a por- 
tion of the wild West, in which he lived, to the 
staid East for the edification of the ‘tenderfoot,’ 
and he immediately followed up his thought by 
collecting such western curios as he believed 
would create interest among Easterners. We all 
aided the scout in getting together his first 
Wild West show, which was very much in the 
rough and a long way from the finished article 
which delights the world today. As near as I 
can remember, Cody went to Chicago with a 
small herd of trained elk, a few ‘cow punchers,’ 
—all experts in throwing the rope and breaking 
bronchos,—Miss Annie Oakley, the rifle shot, 
and himself in the role of a rifle and six-shooter 
wonder. Some time later the government per- 
mitted him to annex Indians to his show. 

“His venture almost immediately took the 
public by storm. ‘Buffalo Bill’ was a popular 
man among plainsmen and soldiers. 
very staunch friend in time of need, 
purse always open to those requiring his assist- 
ance."’

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SKATING NOTES. 


By BARLE REYNOLDS. 

The weather during these hot months is any- 
thing but favorable for rink managers who are 
trying to keep their rinks open. Seaside and 
lake resort rinks are an exception in this case 
for during the summer season the situations 
and conditions are presented in such a way 
that enable these rinks to harvest good profit. 

But for rink managers in the inland cities 
and towns it looks like they are overdoing the 
business and while a few of them may pay ex- 
penses through the summer they will find that 
when the skating season opens up in the fall 
their returns will not be within many dollars 
of their anticipation for it is a foregone conclu- 
sion that running your rink day in and day 
out during the year will kill the sport. It is 
a pleasure to enjoy ‘‘a roll’’ in the evening 
when the weather conditions are favorable. 
But to skate during June, July and August 
when the thermometer is close to 95 and 100 
is enough to take the life out of the best 
athlete in the world if he continues and not 
only this but it opens a channel for monoply 
ami when your patrons get the monotonous 
strain it is time to close your rink for a time 
until this wears off. 

The successful rink managers the past season 


have closed their doors weeks ago and are 
taking their vacation, and its dollars to cents 
when they open up in the skating season, 


their business will be as good as last season, if 
not better. The skating rink business will live 
in cities and towns where the sport is not over- 
done and year in and year out these managers 
will mark down handsome profits on the right 
side of the ledger. I may quote as an example 
a number of rinks whose business was better 
last season than any four seasons previous and 
these managers tell me that they close their 
rinks early and make their sessions short and to 
this they attribute the success they have en- 
joyed. 

The Clermont Rink, Brooklyn, N. Y., which 
has been run as a roller rink the past two 
years, will in all probability be rented to some 
enterprising manager who is experienced 
in the rink business, during the next few 
months. Many applications and offers have 
been made for this pretty auditorium the past 
week to Green and Rowe, the lessees. There 
is some talk of the National League Polo Co. 
making a bid for the lease, but at this writ 
ing the report cannot be verified. 

Harley Davidson has wired me to match him 
again with any of the speed skaters who care 
to meet him in a series of races. Here is a 
<.ance for some good, live race promoter to 
beom his business and at the same time make 
profit. I would suggest that if some manager 
would hang up a suitable purse for a series of 
three races and get the entries of Davidson, 
Bacon and Moore, he would have to enlarge 
his seating capacity, for if there ever was a 
skating attraction that would draw the dol- 
lars to the box-office it would be a series of 
races between these formost expert speed skaters 
and not only this but it would be a contest that 
would be worth going miles to see. I would 
again suggest that some rink manager hang 
up a purse of five or six hundred dollars and 
a percentage for a series of this kind. It 
looks as though the promoter who secures this 
three-cornered match can’t lose. Who is going 
to make the first bid? 

Reckless Recklaw and Fanny Leight have 
just closed a two weeks’ engagement in Little 
Rock and vicinity. This clever artist will play 
a number of engagements in the Southern parks 
before he takes a little vacation for the sea- 
son. As usual the cry of hot weather is com- 
ing in from all sides in the skating business 
and I don’t blame them. 

Marvelous MeIntosh and his skating dummy 
have been playing a number of the seaside 
rinks and this week the act is making good at 
Newark. McIntosh features a skating dummy 
which is very clever. The dummy doing two- 
steps and waltz steps with McIntosh and it 
is very deceiving to detect the trick. The audi- 
ences are fooled every night for the impression 
is that it is real man impersonating an Irish 
longshoreman. 

Philadelphia's Chestnut Hill Rink is doing 
fair business. All the first-class rinks in the 
city are closed for the summer.

The firm not only pay 
the transportation of all of their 12,000 em- 
Ployees, but pay their admission into the park, 
and also pay their admission into the Cummins-

Show, and on the various riding devices, in- 
cluding Thompson's Scenic Railway, and pay all 
the expenses of a regular good feed. Just im- 
agine the employers paying all this for 12,000 
people, and then you can picture what a good 
thing it is for the New Brighton Tower Park. 

The season will not close until Saturday, 
October 3, and as August and September are 
the warmest months of the year, and as this 
park is located directly on the sea front 
there is very little doubt that excellent business 
enjoyed at present will be greatly augmented

STORM CENTER OF THE ENGLISH 
DRAMATIC WORLD. 


Though the censorship of English plays has 
kept the cable wires hot for the last few 
weeks, owing to the petition for its abolition, 
little has appeared in print concerning the per- 
sonality and actual powers of the censor him- 
self. Attempts to interview George Alexander 
Redford, official ‘‘examiner of plays,’”’ have 
failed for the simple reason that he is not per- 
mitted, by virtue of his office, to speak for pub- 
lication. 

After keeping on 
talked-about man 


the track of the most 
in the play-acting world for 
several days, the writer recently obtained from 
him, however, not only an exact biographical 
account of his life, but a number of interesting 
and hitherto unpublished details concerning the 
office of censor. 

Ever since the famous manifesto appeared 
in the London Times, under date of October 29, 
last, denouncing the censor in no uncertain 
terms. and signed by seventy-two of the lead- 
ing English playwrights and authors, Censor 
Redford has enjoyed a publicity that, to a man 
of less equable temperament, would have proved 
painful. 

But Mr. Redford is quite used to the slings 
and arrows of outrageous playwrights. He has 
been denounced time and again. But he still 
keeps on censoring and censuring, calling down 
upon himself the maledictions of all sorts of au- 
thors, ranging from the great and only G. B. 
Shaw to the literary tyro who had just written 
his first play. 

One of the most withering attacks on Censor 
Redford states that, ‘‘as he was destined for 
work in a bank, he should have remained 
there.”” It seems, however, that the present 
censor comes by his literary attainments hon- 
estly, as he was schooled in an atmosphere of 
art and literature. Though he did remain in a 
bank many years, and actually became a man- 
ager. commercial pursuits proved distasteful 
to him, and he resigned them in order to de- 
vote his time to literary matters. His father, 


George Redford, deserted medicine to follow 
letters, and became a critic of distinction on 
the London Times and Daily News. He was a 
close friend of Browning, Leighton, G. H. 
Lewes, George Eliot. the Brothers Trollops, 


Wilkie Collins and others of like note. In his 
father’s home the present censor frequently met 
many of the leading literary lights of the day. 

He entered a bank at an early age, and by 
dint of ‘‘sticking to it’’ he finally became man- 
ager of a branch. In his leisure hours he de- 
voted much time to literary matters, art and 
the drama. When the opportunity for leaving 
the bank and becoming an assistant in the of- 
fice of the examiner of plays presented itself, 
the literary bank manager was quick in aban- 


doning commercial work. For many years he 
served under EF. F. 8S. Pigott, examiner of 
plays. When his chief died, in 1895, Mr. Red- 


ford, as his chief ‘‘understudy,’’ was asked to 
fill his place temporarily. His work proved s0 
satisfactory that he was retained in the office, 
and has been official examiner of plays, or 
censor, ever since, under several changes of 
government. 

Puring the last year or two he has been sub- 
jected to a great deal of severe criticism, as all 
the world knows. One incident that stirred the 
playgoing and playwriting public almost to the 
point of frenzy was the banning of The Mikado, 
after it had been licensed for many years by the 
lord chamberlain’s office. Though the official 
jord chamberlain, Lord Althorp, came in for 
much of the blame in this instance, Censor Red- 
ford bore the brunt of the public disproval. It 
seems that the withdrawal of The Mikado was 
brought about through the ‘‘commands” of per- 
sons who even dominated the lord chamber- 
lain’s office. and ‘‘reasons of state’? are said 
to have dictated the measure. 

The. office of censor was created during the 
premiership of Sir Robert Walpole, who was in 
power during the reigns of George I. and II., in 
order, it is said, that he might suppress the 
plays of Fielding. It is stated that Walpole 
employed a literary hack to write a scathing 
political attack, in a ‘‘fake’’ play—which was 
falsely attributed to Felding—that the censor 
might have a good excuse for banning his plays. 

Since that time the office has often been ex- 
ercised not only for political purposes, but to 
please the whim and caprice of the lord cham- 
berlain. One lord chamberlain refused a lH- 
cense to Richard Mansell, because the manager 
hed printed on one of his programs the words: 
“The length of the ballet girls’ skirts is in ac- 
cordance with the lord chamberlain’s orders.’’ 
Managers were warned against producing any 
of Mansell’s plays and advised not to employ 
him in any capacity. 

For many years the powers of the lord cham- 
berlain and the examiner of plays—an official 
attached to his office—were more or less vague; 
but in 1843 a special act of Parliament was 
passed which defined the rights and scope of 
the censor. Since that time he has had to be 


seriously reckoned with. Every theatre in 
Great Britain is absolutely under his power, 
so far as the licensing of new stage plays or 


sanctioning new additions to old ones are con- 
cerned. Even the “funny stuff’ of topical 
character thrown into the Christmas panto- 
mimes—which form so prominent a feature of 
English stage life—can not be ‘‘extemporized’’ 
without the censor’s permission. 

Curiously enough, the censor does not recog- 
nize any author, no matter how distinguished 
or important he may be. All his dealings are 
with managers of theatres. Even the change in 
the title of a play is a matter of settlement 
between censor and manager. The utter ignor- 
ing of the author is one of the grievances _com- 
plained of by such men as Shaw. Pinero, Henry 
Arthur Jones, W. 8S. Gilbert, Granville Barker 
and the other signatories to the Times mani- 
festo. 

While the censorship is recognized as a po 
litical office, in modern times it has taken upon 
itself to safeguard the morals of the public as 
well as its polities. Such plays as Ibsen's 
Ghosts, Shelley's Cenci; one play of Tolstoi and 
one of Bernard Shaw have come under the ban, 
as well as more recently Granville Barker's 
Waste, and Garnett’s The Breaking Point, 
about which everyone is talking. 

There are many anomalies connected with the 
censorship. Plays that were brought out prior 
to the Walpole administration—when the office 
was created—may be played with impunity, no 
matter how licentious they may be. It is one 
of the rules of the censorship that no biblical 
characters who may be introduced in a play 
shall be allowed to speak on the stage. But 


dumb shows with God Almighty on the stage 
—such as in Everyman—are permitted without 
restriction. 

Heavy fees are extracted by the lord cham- 
berlain’s office every year from the reading of 
plays. The total sum runs into something like 
$5,000. Every play of three acts or more costs 
the author or stage manager $10 for censorship, 
while every part under three acts—even a few 
words inserted in a pantomime—costs $5. The 
censor examines 250 to 600 plays a year. 

If a play, or part of a play is produced with- 
out the examiner's consent a fine of $250 is im- 
posed, and the manager not only has to pay 
this sum, but he loses the license to his the- 
atre. 

Altogether there are thirty-two rules con- 
nected with the censorship of plays which an- 
thors and managers comply with before their 
productions can be accepted. Some of these 
regulations appear trifling and captious In these 
days when plays are written by some of the 
leading literary men of the century. 

Mr. Redford is a playwright—though not a 
well-known one—as well as the censor. In the 
latter capacity he has been called on to pass 
on his ewn plays. There is no record that he 
ever refused to grant a license for the produc- 
tion of any one of them. 


SAM BERNARD, THE STAGE 
DUTCHMAN. 


It is interesting to watch ‘‘Sam’’ Bernard 
make up for the part of The Rich Mr. Hoggen- 
heimer. He sat in his dressing-room in front 
of the mirror one night, with his dresser stand- 
ing by and his pet dog extended on the floor. 
As the comedian chatted he first rubbed the 
white oily cream all over his face and well into 
the skin in order to prepare the surface: then 
he used a rabbit’s foot to lightly touch the 
cheeks and chin with rouge; next he émployed 
a pencil to draw the lines about the eyes and 
mouth, and finally he whitened the hair at the 
temples and made those curious little spit-lock 
curls that go over his forehead. He was ready 
then for his clothes. 

“T intend to continue the Hoggenheimer ser- 
jes,’’ he said, ‘‘and in January will have a 
new play on the same subiect, but the leading 
character will not be a millionaire. He will be 
a person in moderate circumstances and alto- 
gether different from the two types in which I 
have been appearing. I shall write the libretto 
myself—or most of it; in fact, I invented the 
situations and most of the dialogue of my pres- 
ent play, although it is not so stated in the 
bills. I did not care to be conspicuous as 
actor and author both. Mr. De Koven will write 
a great deal of the music of the new play.”’ 

He was asked why it is that the stage type 
of the German is so popular—one of which the 
public seems never to tire. 

“The stage Dutchman is more like a character 
in real life than you perhaps imagine,’’ he an- 
swered. ‘I have made a study of the type 
from boyhood up, and although there is natural- 
ly some exaggeration in the stage portrayal, yet 
it has a basis of truth. The public never wea- 
ries of the stage Dutchman because of the 
genial peculiarties of the man himself and be- 
cause of the amiability of the fun. The moment 
at which this caricature is most diverting is 
when he is excited and is making a wild effort 
to express himself. He splutters and stammers 
and goes through a series of violent gestures, 
but owing to his difficulties with the language 
he cannot make his ideas known in words; and 
he thinks you a dunce because you cannot un- 
derstand him. The workings of the German 
mind are curious to note. When I was a very 
small boy I was riding on a street car one day 
in New York and I observed a Dutchman on the 
platform a good deal under the influence of beer 
or something of the sort. Presently a pick- 
pocket pushed up to him and cut his watch from 
the chain. I was too frightened to say a word. 
In a few moments the Dutchman’s gaze. by the 
lurching of the car, traveled down to where the 
chain was hanging. He looked at it in a be- 
wildered way for a minute or two, as if unable 
to express his feelings, and then I heard him 
say: ‘De second time!’ This conveyed a world 
of meaning—indignation with the theif, 
with himself, rage at the loss of his 
watch and the sense of disgust over the fact 
that he had been a victim in a similar ex- 
perience before.’’ 

“You get most of your fun from real life?’ 

“Yes; traits, expression, even the language 
itself. I have filled these roles for so many 
years that when I create a new one I have only 
to imagine myself in the situation created when 
appropriate language comes to me. I know just 
what a Dutchman would say under those cir- 
cumstances. I understand instinctively how 
his mind would work.” 

Mr. Bernard finds his principal pleasure in his 
family. He has two children. 

“Refore I was married,’’ he said, “‘I had a 
longing for a wife and a son, and I determined 
that if I ever had a son I would name him Sam, 
after myself. I did not expect to be married. 
My brother married and had a boy. and in 
compliance with my longing he was named Sam’ 
After a while I unexpectedly married, and in 
due course I had a boy. Imagine my feelings! 
I could not name him Sam very well, as we had 
a Sam in the family already. So I named him 
Dick, after my brother, and there we have ‘Sam 
the second’ and ‘Dick the second,’ which was 
the best we could do.’’
